Concerning Sit Jobn Hothams Refuſall to give 
His Majeſtic Entrance into Hell. 


Is Maicſtie haveing reccivcd the Petition incloſed 

from molt ofthe cheif of the Gentry neer about York, 

defiring the ſtay of His M:icfties Armes and Muniti- 

on i:1 His Magazin at Fl, for the ſafety ( not onely 
of His Maieſtics perion and Children ,. but likewiſe of all theſe 
Northern parts : The manifold rumours of great Dangers in- 
ducing them to make their ſaid Supplication ) Thought it moſt 
fit to go himſelfe in Perſon to His Towne of Hull , to view his 
Armes and Munition there , thartherupon He might give de- 
rections what part there,f might be neceſlary to remaine there, 
for the ſecurity and ſatisfaction of His Nothern Subiets, And 
what part thereof might be ſpared for Jreland; The Arming 
of His Maieſties Scots SubieGts that are to goec theither, Orto 
repleniſh His chejfelt Magazine ofthe Tower of Londox;Where 
being come, upon the three and twenticth ofthis inſtant Aprill, 
much contrary to His expectation , He found all the Gates 
ſhut upon Him, and the Bridges drawne up, by the exprefle 
command of Sir /ob» Hotham. ( who for the prelemt com- 
mands a Garriſon there ) and from the Walls flatly denied 
his Majeſtic Entrance into his faid Towne, the reaſfone of the 
{azd deniall being as ſtrange to his Majeſtte, as the oy 
& 


ſelfe, it being, That he could wy admit his Majeftic without 
breach of truft to his Parliament ; which did the, more incenſe 
His Majeſties anger againſt him, for that he moſt Seditior ly, 
and traiteroufly would haye pur his dilobedience upon His Ma- 
jelties Parliament ; which His Majeſty bcing willing to cleare, 
demanded of him if he had the impudence to aver, that the P.r- 

liament had directed him todeny his Majeſty entrance; ' anc 
that if he had any 2:ch order, that he ſhouid ſhew it in write- 
ing, for otherwiſe his Majeſtie could not belceve it ; which ke 
could no waies produce, but malicioufly made that talic inter- 
pretation according to his own Inferences contelfing that he has! 
noſuch poſicye Order, which His Maielly, was ever confident 
of : Bur His Majeſtic not willing to take ſo much pains in vair., 
offered to come into that His Town onely with twenty Horſe, 
finding that the main of his pretence lay , That his M:jefties 
Train was able to command the Garriſon : Norwith:{tanding, 
his Majeſtie was ſo defirons toigo thither in a private way. that 
He gave warning thereof bat overnight; which he refuſing, 
but by way of Condition ( which his Majeſtic thought much 
belozy Him) held un moſt neceffaric to declare hun Trajztoux 
(unlefſe upon better thoughts, he ſhould yecld obedience) 
which he doubly deſerved, as well for refuſing entrance to his 
naturall Soycraign, as by laying the reaſon thereof groundleſly 
and maliciouſly upon His Parliament. 


Onecircumſtance His Majeftie cannot forget, That His: 


Son the Duke of Yorks, and his Nephew the Prince Eleftor, 
having gone thither the day before, Sir /ohy Hothamdelaye! 
the letting of them out to his Maicſtie, till attex ſome conſyl- 
tation, 

' Hexeupon his Maieſtic hath thought it expedient todemand 
Tiſtice ofhis Parliament againſt the Aid Sir John Hotham, to 
be exemplarily inflied on him according'to the Laws;-4nd the 
rather, becauſe his Maieſtie would See Min a fit occaſion to 
free themſelyes of this imputation, by him ſo iniuriouſly caſt 
upon them, to the end his Maieftie may haye the cafier way tor
